People who cameinwith him on the train 
were met by the reporter, and, little by littie, 
they told atale which was as sensational as 
lately known.

LEFT THE CITY FRIDAY NIGHT 
on a trip for his health.The papers duly chron- 
icled the fact, and his parishioners gave hima 
farewell adieu as he started on a Southern tour 
to recnperate. 

All went well until he reached Holden, when 
the passengers begin to tell the story. It seems 
that at that point a lady came on the train, on 
the Southern sleeper which was attached to 
the train atthat point. She sat in the back 
seat, and soon after Dr. Lofton entered the

EIGHT PERSONS DROWNED. 


A Wife and Daughter Witnesses Their 
Relatives’ Deaths—A Sad Scene. 

CHICAGO, May 15.—Report received here 
states that a pleasure boat capsized on Lake 
Calumet, South Chicago and twelve persons 
were drowned. No particulars have been re- 
ceived and the story is not fully credited.

CHICAGO, May 15.—A sail boat containing 
Capt. Bucklin, an old sea captain, his two 
sons aged 17 and 12, John Smitn, foreman of 
the car depot at Palmer, and four men 
whose names have not yet been learned, was 
capsized in Lake Calumet Sunday evening, 


and all drowned. Only two bodies have been 
recovered. 


THE DETAILS, 

CHICAGO, ILL., May 15.—A special from 
Pullman, [ll., 10:15 a. m., says the most dis- 
tressing accident that has yet happened in 
Pullman occurred at about 7 o’clock Sunday 
night. A sailing boat with eight persons on 
board capsized in Lake Calumet and all were 
drowned. The boat was a small craft used by 


the Pullman people for pleasure excursions, 
and at the time mentioned had on board a 
party consisting of Capt. Bucklin,an old 
sea captain recently from aine, 
his two sons, boys of 17 and 
12 years of age, John Smith, foreman 
in the car department and four men whose 
names cannot at present be ascertained. 
They had gone out merely for a pleasure ride, 
although owing to the rough character of the 
water they were urged by their friends not to 
venture out. The capsizing of the boat was 
witnessed by alarge number of persons on 


‘shore including the wife and daughter of Capt. 


O. Bucklin. As the boat went over, a 


scene of terror ensued on shore. As soon as 
possible three boats were manned 
and put out to save the victims 
who were seen battling in the, waves 


but although they got within hailing distance 
of the hapless persons it was impossible to 
do anything, owing to the terrible condition 
of the lake. Several of the rescuing party 
had narrow escapes from drowning. 

At this writing the town is wild with ex- 
citement over the sad event, as all the persons 
drowned were well known in Pullman. The 
lake shore is lined with peopie and the water 
is being dragged for bodies. Two bodies 
—those of Smith and one of the Bucklin boys 
—have been recovered,

A few 
months later Devine was arrested on his 
uncle’s farm at Port Jervis, N. Y., whither he 
was traced through intercepted letters to his 
mother, dated at Port Jervis and directed 
to Alton, Ill. Nothing was heard 


of Williams until this morning, when

i, ut» Jail undertbe name of Harry Williams, 
and whosepotical productions have hereto- 
fore appeared in these columuas, gaining for

The Grand Jury Need Not Fear Liti- 
gations Says Judge Laughlin. 


May Grand Jury—Charge of the Judge to 
the Twelve. 


The May grand jury entered on the discharge 
of its duties in the Criminal Court to-day, when 
the oath of obligation was administered to the 
following gentlemen: Otto C. Lademan, F. 
D. Hirscnberg, D. E. Kitridge, B. W. Alexan- 
der, Augustus Pullis, John Schaar, C. K. Pad- 
dock, Wm. Pickel, Frank Block, George H. 
Plant, Francis Overstolz,jand W. H. Glasgow, 
foreman. 

The time left for the usual investigation is 
short, since the criminal docket, which must 
first be disposed of, is well filled. Judge 
Laughblio delivered general and oral instruc- 
tions. The only special matter to which atten- 
tion was called was the investigation of public 
accounts which is provided for annually by 


law. He recommended that committees be 
appointed to visit the office of every man hold- 
inga fiduciary position and privitely investigate 
tbe books of the office. If any objection Was 
made to this the law empowered the grand 
jury to subpena the officers with any other 
witnesses and all account books which they 
deemed necessary in making the investigation. 
Indirectly the Judge referred to the suit re- 
cently instituted by Warren ¥F. McChesney 
against the foreman of the March grand jury 
ae damages. ‘‘Thelaw,’’ said Judge Laugh- 
in,

through which no legal weapon can be pro- 
jected. Yuu need not fear suits or proceed- 
ings of any kind; nosuch thought should in- 
timidate. Your work necessarily casts a 
stain whith can never be obliterated, and for 
this reason you should be careful in your in- 
vestigation. The original object ot the grand 
jury was that po man shouid be tried on a 
charge until twelve men have _  inves- 
tigated the accusation. They stand between 
the defendant and the prosecution. Of late 
somewhat of a detective’s work has been 
added to that of the grand jury. It is pot in- 
tended that you should buntup crime about 
the city, but you shouid pot sit supinely with- 
out knowing it. Your work is necessarily sen- 
sational,but this shoulda not deter,yeu but put 


you on your guard against any excite 
ment. i refer to this because 
there have been instances where 


grand juris have allowed their euthusiasm to 
getthe betterof their judgment so far that 
they deciared they believed it their duty to 
harass. The jaw is made to punish er remove 
criminals, 
BUT TO HARASS NO MAN. 

I caution vou aguinst any feeling of any char- 
acter. Fervor should be left outside of the 
grand jury room, which should be entered 
only with the stern determination to 
execute the law, which despises 
all fanaticism and does not intend 
to depress or harass arybody. When a man 
becomes excited from any cause be is unfit to 
either make or administer laws. You can ad- 
vise with the prosecuting officer,jwho is to fol- 
low you but net direct you. You can advise 
with him on al! subjects except the question of 
preferring or not preferring an indictment, 
The responsibility is with you and not with 
him. 

Judge Laughlin’s instructions to the effect 
that the laws did not inteod to harass anybody, 
was taken ae applying to themselves bythe 
gambiers. Further instructions that the Cir- 
cuit Attorney’s advice in the matter of finding 
indictment was not to taken was 
also regarded gs intending to check the in- 
dictments that flowed in on the gamblers at 
the last session of the grand jury. Tnese two 
items in the 1 caused considerable 
comment aad while mo reference in reatity 
was made, it is Iv supposed tbxt the 
only result will be to interfere with the policy 
of Circuit Attorney Harris toward the sporting 
fraternity.

A Vision of the Office-Holders in the 
City Hall. 


The Life and Achievements of Boss 
Barnacies,. 


Tombstones to Mayor Ewing, Fiad, Tur- 
ner, Caresche et al. 


A POST DISPATCH reporter who was present 
at the Grand Army banquet last Thursday 
evening ate avery hearty supper. Asanat 
ural consequence he had a frightful dream. 
He dreamed that he was dead, and that his 
immortal spirit stood at the gate 
of Paradise. The friendly face ol 
old St. Peter replied to his knock and 
admitted the reporter’s pure soul without a 
question. When the sou! had entered its name 
and the place whence it came upon the ccies 
tial register, the saint glanced over it and in- 
quired: 

‘*T see yeu come from St. Louis. I have had 
no arrival from that place this many a year. 
What sorz of a place may it be?’’ 

‘*St. Louis,’’ answered the _ reporter’s 
spirit, ‘‘may be described as a_ city 
of che living that is governed by the dead.’’ 

**1 am curious to see your rulers,’’ said the 


Saint: ‘‘conduct me to where they be.’ 

Descending from therealms of bliss, the saint 
and the reporter’s soul found themseives pres- 
ently at the cemetery located in tie vicinity of 
Eleventh and Chestnut streets. The two spir- 
its paused at first before a bandsome vault, 
which they straizhiway entered, and the re- 
porter at once expatiated thussvont: 

**This rnddy-faced corpse is William L, Ew- 
ing; he isthe ruler of this pale citv. He isthe 
great grand nephew of William Carr Lane, the 
first sovereign of the city. Before he died 
he was known as William L. Ewiag, Jr., but 
the Jc. got scraped off his cotiin lid by some 
accident in the transportation of the body to 
this place; hence those whoare not familiar 
with his history are not awuare tnat he was 
known by hisfniiname. The ‘boys’ used to 
call him ‘Bill’ and ‘B’ll’ Ewing’ to 
his davs of ‘storm and stress,’ but he issuch a 
dignified corpse that he is never referred to 
save as ‘His Honor.’ His last «otable appear- 
ance in life was as Speaker of the House of 
Delegates, a body of local Solons who have a 
nasty habit ot stirring up the bones in this 
necropolis in avery offensive fashion. The 
corpse before you was a very vigorous presid- 
ing officer, and it was h ped that he would 
carry alittle of the spirit of reform with him 
into this graveyard, but his sleep here is as 
quiet as that of ail the rest.’’

Save when some 
poverty stricken wretch who ts still keeping a 
miserable soul alive. within a balf-starvedjbodv 
pokes up the Sergeant's bones, his position of 
calm repose never aiters trom year’s end to 
year’s end.’’ 

Taking their wav to the westward of the 
cemetery, the spirit paused ata figure head 
labeled ‘‘Park Commissioner.’’ Pushing the 
stove to one side the saint and his conductor 
entered the narrow chamber.

Turner’s headstone reads ‘Street Commis 
sioner,’ and thatis the niche be has filled 
aince 1877. His rest is notthe least disturbed 
by the ciamor of the unfortunate live peopie 
of the surrounding country, who would like t» 
see him wake up or surrender his place in 
order tha! their necessities might be supplied. 
The third figure is that of William Wise,’’ 

‘*Hold,’’ criea St. Peter, ‘‘I know bim. I¢ 
was while he siumbered that a certain sub- 
terannean waterway burst its banks and in- 
undated a whole district, wasn’t it?’’ 

‘*It was indeed.’’ 

‘‘Now, that,’’ said the Salnt, ‘‘is a corpse 
thatl admire. Whut acalm conscience it has. 
Barbarossa himself might envy so heavy a 
sleeper.’’ 

‘*The fourth corpse,’’ continued the guide, 
‘fig that of Charies Pleifer. Pfeiter ougnt 
never to have been received here, tor until 
very recently he was a most active and diligent 
live man; but some hapless tate induced him 
to commit felo de se, and here he is.’’

‘*Well, it appears that the four other corpses 
who lie bere and that of the beautiful Mr.

‘*That is Jacob Ss. Merrell. Jake, 
from all accounts, was a giisten- 
ing fraud. During the last years of his 


life he belonged to a body of very live people 
indeed, who styled themselves The Citizens’ 
Committee, and “Jake was the loudest de- 
claimer of them ali. Well, hisdevotion to the 
reforms which this committee demanded were 
the very cause of his decease and subsequent 
enrombment here.

A BATCH FROM THE BENCH. 


Opinions from the Circuit Judges in Various 
wases of interest. 

The Judges of the Circuit Court this morning 
passed upon the usual number of cases taken 
under advisement. Judge Lindley, however, 
did not give his decision in the Mutual Life In- 
surance receiver’s suit against the Wm. J. 
Lewis estate, which has been in the court’s 
bowels for some time past. The following 
trite rulings of the other Judges will be of some 
interest: 

Nannie L. Wright against the estate of Ru- 
fdoiph Bircher; suit for use of furniture in the 
Laciede Hotel during the Bircher manage- 
ment. Judge Adams sustainsthe motion tor 
a new trial, and holds to the 
opinion that Mrs. Wright cafinot recover, 
notwithstanding the right of possession to the 
furniture covered by the deed of trust There 
was no implied contract to pay for use of it. 

Assignment of Anna Woerheide; application 
of the assignee for disenarge. Judge Adams 
helds, upon the adverse report of the 
Commissioner, that the assignee must appear 
in court and account for the sum of $1,114 54, 
which should have been distributed among the 
creditors. 

Merrill vs. St. Louis Bridge Company; dam- 
age suit for 4 brakeman for 
bodily injuries received in the 
depot yards. Judge Adams overrules the mo 
tion fura new trial. The ‘‘plaintiff assumed 
the peril of a dangerous employment and he 
cannot recover for injuries sustained tnere- 
by,’’ especially where no negligence of the 
company's Officers is shown. 

Wiison vs. Memphis, Carthage and North- 
western Railroad Company. Judge Thayer 
strikes out the answer filed by a stockhoider 
herein and grants eave to the corporation to 
plead. ‘‘A corporation must appear and de 
fend all actions brought against itin its own 
name. Stockholders cannot avpear in court 
and defend an action against a corporation.’’
